A WISE king, a 
bad father : 
kind and 
cruel, Bp<'nfl- 
thrlft and luiaer, 
iiillltary uiad, yet 
avoiding war; a 
Juat ruler ot bis 
kingdom and bru- 
tal tyrant In hla 
liomo. Thaae ar* 
a few of tbe thou* 

sand contradictions tbat mada up the 

nature of Frederick Wiliam I., aecond 
kiiiK of I'rufiHin, and father of Freder- 
ick the (iieat. I'erliapu it is not whol- 
ly fair, in one seuae, to cull hliu a 
blackguard, but in other reaiiects few 
men have had better claim to tbe 
word, 

Hia father had been extravagant 
and bad left tb« newly-formed kingdom 
In bad flnanilal state. Frederick Wil- 
liam began bla reign in 1713 by out- 
tins down ofllclal salariea and dis- 
charging many state employes. He 
alao excited anger and ridicule by 
luindredB of other harsh economies. 
Yei this miserly course had good ef- 
fects. It paid his father's debts and 
gave PruHsiu a full treasury. More- 
over, Wllbelm bad full share of tbe 
national Oerman honeaty and stanch 
uprightness. His chief ft ulta w«r« un. 
governable temper and partliaony. 

Stingy aa ho waa In other wan. 
William laviabed huge sums on th* 
aiiny. III» great Joy In llfo waa tO 
play at suldieriiiK- He had a scheme 
for collecting a loi i>s of giaiita aud 
Would pay imlieard-of i>rlcc.s to induce 
tall men to serve in his ranks. 

In spite of his erase for military af- 
fairs, Frederick William managed to 
reign 37 yeara with only one llttl* war 
to mar the pone* ot hla realm. He 
Hueered at all aorts of education that 
were not absolutely practical (even 
torblddiiig lilH sou to loarn I^atln.) He 
also ciiiiso vulgar and illiterate men 
and women us hla boon companions, 
rather than such persona of intellect 
as happened to be at the court. He 
used to walk tbe streets, beating with 
bis cane any onoawbo chanced to be 
idling. Hla rule waa on* of iron, and 
he firmly believed In tho "divine rlgbt 
of klnts" to do aa they pleaaod with* 
out considering tbe rigbta or teellnga 
of others. 

Tied, lic k Willlaui held bis wife in 
roiiti iu|kt and iiiore than once publicly 
made tier (lie object of brutal jests. Of 
his ten cKlldren ho had a positive hat- 
red for Ills clever daughter VVilhelm- 
Ina and tor hla eldest eon Frederick. 

Young l-Yederlck waa brought up 
In a Btrlct, cruel manner, auoh aa few 
modern boya would andur*. Ho waa 
senaltive and high-aplrited. TboprlS' 
on*Uk* diaclpUne and harshness might 
well have broken a weaker spirit It 
merely si ii iiKtliened Frederick's. At 
length Frederick William's cruelty to- 
ward tbe lad became unbeai nble. Fred 
erick, In 173ti, when he was eighteen 
years old, planned to eacapo from 
bondage and to take refuge with his 
uncle. King George IL ot England. He 
needed a oontederata to holp him «a- 
cape. 80 ho choa« his daaraat friend, 
IJeut. von Katte. 

The plot was discovered by the king. 
Von Kattt) was thrown into prison and 
was sentcnceJ by military coiurt-mar- 
tiui to reiiialii there for two years. 
Frederick was also arrested and taken 
before bla 'father. Tho kins waa mad 
with rage, heaped vile inaulta on the 
beiplau youth, then ruabed fioreelr nt 
bins. Doatins hUn almoat to death b«- 
foro byatandoni eould drat him awar. 
But this did not obMk Frederick Wil- 
liam's wrath. He declared that 
his Hon, as a colonel In the I'msslan 
army, had been Kulliy of attempted 
desertion lii tryiiiK to esciipe to Rig- 
land. He !iad him plac ed in aolltary 
conflneuieiit In the fortress ot CaaUta 
and ordered him beheaded. 

Only the atern proteata of othar Eu- 
ropoan aoverelgna prtvtntad tho kins 
from earrjrlnc oat thla unnatvral 
threat. But ho choao another punish- 
ment almoat as cruel. Condemning 
Lieut, von Katte to death, be bad a 
scaffold erected Juat outside Freder- 
ick's prison window and forced the 
wretched prince to witness his friend's 
execution. .As the lieutenant mounted 
the scaffold Frederick called out to 
blm, sobbing: 
"Ob. forgive mo, dear Kattot" 
The lieutenant anawaraA bravairt 
"It la a pieaaura to 41a for ao gal- 
lant a prince." 

The king next tried In vain to foroe 
Frederick to give up bis claims as 
bell to the throne. KalltuK In thla, he 
kept him long iu seml-luiprlaonment 
auii forced him to aMnf * prlaaaaa ho 

greatly disliked. 

'Vet. at llm time of his own death, In 
1740, the old kinCa last worda wore: 

"I die content, havtag a sbMi loai ta 
■noooed me!"
